Jesus is the theme of the Old and 
the New Testaments. He Himself 
said, “Search the scriptures; for 
in them ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they whHfich 
testify of me’; and “‘Moses wrote 
of me.” 


I do not at all walk with the 
presumptuous step of a know-it- 
all when I come to ask you to 
put your.mind afresh upon what 
we might call an unusual text in 
this blessed Word which our 
mothers stained with grateful 
tears, which our fathers touched 


with reverent hands, and which 
wise men believed as the inspired, 
infallible, inerrant Word of God. 


A King After Trifles! 


“After whom is the king of 
Israel come out? after whom dost 
thou pursue? after a dead dog, 
after a flea.” You heard the 
Scripture which I read to you 
which we might call in some 
respects a comedy and a tragedy 
in one in the Old Testament 
narrative, something grotesquely 
hideous, something that would 
almost make one laugh. If you 
saw a great football star like Red 
Grange running down across the 
path, and you asked him what he 
was running after, and he should 
say, “I am chasing a flea,” you 
would laugh. Then you might be 
sad to think of a man giving such 
energy and time to that. 


If you saw some man who had 
a Ph.D. degree or some other sort 
of degree (sometimes which does 
not amount to much); if you saw 
some’ psychologist, who labels 
himself a scholar and tells us 
what we already know in words 
we do not understand, going down 
through the woods, and you asked 
him, “What are you going after?” 
and he should say, “I am going 
to live with a dead dog,” you 
would wonder if he needed exam- 
ining above the ears or whether 
he had vacant rooms to rent in 
the attic. Yet we find here such 
a picture which this dear Book of 
God presents to us. Notice what 
David said, “After whom is the 
king of Israel come out? after 
a flea, after a dead dog.” 


Here is a man with a crown, 
with a sceptre, with a_ throne, 
with a fat treasury, with a great 
army, with a dynamic personality, 
head and shoulders above the 
common crowd, the anointed of 
the Lord as the king of the nation, 
who had old Samuel the prophet 
for his friend; yet this man, with 
all his throne, with his palace, 
with his nation, and he himself 
called the King of Israel, is chas- 
ing a flea! going on the trail of 
a dead dog which cannot bark, 
which. cannot do anything but 
stink! 

You say that is a very grotesque, 
ancient picture. Yes, the picture 
is grotesque, but it is just as up- 
to-date as Memphis today, just 
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‘| flea chases. 


as FRE as the life of some 
young man, some young woman 


in this audience who has been. 


foolish enough until this hour to 
say “No” to Jesus, who has been 
the Jesse James of his own life’s 
highway, the John Dillinger of 
his own personality, the thief of 
his own life by saying “No” to 
Jesus; going out after something 
worth no more when he gets it 
than a flea, worth no more when 


he possesses it than a dead dog! 
“After what is the king come out? 
aiter a flea.” 


Oh, what a picture we have of 
great power prostituted to little 
old cheap and base ends; what a 
picture we have of a man shooting 
a cannon at sparrows, like lasso- 
ing tabby cats with ropes, using 
battleship anchor chains for a 
bateau, charging an ant hill with 
a drawn sword, cruising for beetles 
in a battleship. That is the picture 
we have in the Bible. We see it 
all around us today, on every 
street, in every church, in every 
political organization, in every 
realm of business, in every educa- 
tional institution—we have that 
picture of people in their worth- 
less pursuits, giving their bodily 
energies, their mental faculties, 
their -.spiritual possibilities to 
something that leads to the land

My 
mental powers, my all is from 
God, the giver of every good and 
perfect gift; I will prove my love 
to Him, I will show Him how wise 
fam by taking the trail that will 
bring me eventually to a dead dog 
which I can’t. eat, which I can’t

I have seen beautiful women on

men chasing fleas. “After whom 
is the king of Israel come out?” 
What do you have your crown for, 
your sceptre for, your throne for, 
your kingdom for, your army for, 
Saul? To catch a flea! That is 


the chase you are on. You will] 
come to a dead dog. That is the 
trail you are taking with your 
crowned head, with your sceptred 
hand, with your enthronement, 
with your rulership, with your 
power, with your fine personality. 
That is the trail you are on, King 
Saul, chasing a flea! 


To Chase Pleasure Is To Pur- 
sue A Dead Dog, A Flea 


People chase fleas in this. world 
today. I suppose the dissecting 
knives of some theological anato- 
mists would cut what I am going 
to say all to pieces, but I do not 


care! But I am saying this to 
you, you can look all around you 
in this world today and read news- 
papers today and find people who 
are so absorbed in having a good 
time, who are so engrossed in 
worldly pleasures until they them- 
selves are on flea chases and on 
the trails that bring them not to 
a throne, and not to a kingdom, 
but to a garbage heap with a dead 
dog on top of it. 
Mrs. Browning says, 


“World voices east, 
World voices west, 

Call me hard 

From Thine early rest.” 


And there are world voices to- 
day that ask people not to try to 
put meaning into life, not to put 
sacrifice nor love nor faith nor 
consecreation into life, but to try 
to get just a good time out of life 
and make this short life long with 
a good time and squeeze the 
orange of worldly pleasure until 
the last drop is out and ride the 
merry-go-round until the merry- 
go-round breaks down, breaks 
down, and then get into the Devil’s 
wheel-barrow and ask him to push 
you until you come to where the 
flea is and where the dead dog is! 


|That is the: way a lot of people 


live today. 


So many people object to. old 
Bulwer who. said, “Even the 
strongest mind is made frivolous 
by much attention to pleasure.” 
They rush by the warning sema- 
phore that Shenstone holds out 
when he says, “What brings so 
much unhappiness is so many 
people making pleasure the chief 
aim of their lives.” So many peo- 
ple give deaf ears to what Cowper 
said when he said that pleasure 
makes the whole course of life 
unhappy and the end of it is miser- 
able. People do not listen to 
Beecher who says, “Any pleasure 
outside of usefulness is painted 
with poison.” So many people are 
deaf to the voice of one. old 
teacher who said, “Young man, if 
you dive down giving your ener- 
gies to go to the bottom of 
pleasures, you will find more 
gravel than you do pearls.” So 
many people are blind to the truth 
written so vividly across the pages 
of biography and autobiography 
and history, that people who seek 
pleasure as the prime motive and 
the great aim of life are like peo- 
ple who grow weary letting empty 
buckets down into empty wells and 
getting tired with drawing nothing 
up. 

People who are on this pleasure 
chase in the world today say to 
the great apostle Paul who com- 
passed the earth with the truths 
of redemption and left a trail of 
glory across the Gentile world, 
“Paul, you lie when you say, ‘She 
that liveth in pleasure is dead 
while she liveth.”” But it is true 
nevertheless. And if a woman be 
a Cleopatra like a painted adder 
coiled upon the throne of the

and toying with the world, and 
toying with men and toying with 
kings themselves; or whether she 
be some abject slave doing 

bidding of some man who uses her 
for.a dirty toy; or whether she 
have the intellectual charm of a

genius of an Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning; or whether or not she 
has the literary genius of a George 
Eliot, that woman who lives in 
pleasure is dead while she lives. 
She is a corpse walking around! 
No matter how beautiful her 
gowns are, they are the shrouds 


of death. Though she dance to 
all the festive music of the world, 
Though 
her body be beautiful, it is but a 
casket that hides the pallid, dead 
heart. Though she have a face of 
charm and beauty, it is but a glass 
case through which God’s pene- 
trating eyes look and see a pallid,- 
lifeless life. The autopsy that 
Jesus would put on the life of 
the woman who lives in pleasure 
or the man who lives in pleasure 
is this: “She died of an over- 
draught of pleasure: He _ died 
strangled with the siren songs of 
the world.” 


After what dost thou pursue? 
If you are out after the pleasures 
of this world today, you are on a 
flea chase. You are taking a trail 
that will bring you, no matter how 
long it is, at last to a dead dog. Yet 
there are men today who have 
palsied their bodies as to service 
for Christ and have atrophied their 
Spiritual capacities and powers by 
soft-treading around the _ tread- 
mill of this triviality and dancing 
to the short-lived music of the 
world and chasing the short-lived 
butterflies of the world and of 


seeming not to remember if they 
ever knew that 


“Pleasures are like _ poppies 
spread,— 
You seize the flower, its bloom 
is shed; 
Or like the ‘snowfall in the 


river,— 
A moment white—then melts 
for ever; 
Or like the borealis race, 
That flit ere you can _ point 
their place; 
Or like the rainbow’s lovely form, 
Evanishing amid the storm.” 


Men arid women who are out 
after pleasures, the worldly pleas- 
ures of this day, walk among sub- 
limities and are unconscious of 
these ~ sublimities. They play 
marbles with diamonds and do not 
know what the diamonds are. 
And they have no more conception 
of spiritual power, and sometimes 
no more use for the things of 
Christ, than a hog has for an 
eagle’s plume. And they will roll 
their little marbles when God has 
given them chances to remove 
mountains, and they stand trem- 
bling at the shaking of the Devil’s 
spears, when God would have us 
laugh at the shaking of the Devil’s 
spears. 


Mrs. Wilcox, that wonderful 
poet so far as poetry is concerned, 
in giving us some scrolls on which 
are written the names of the nobly 
great and the greatly noble, has 
written this of men: and women 
who go out on the flea chase and 
after the dead dog trails in her 
poem, “The Squanderer,” when 
she. says: 


“God gave him passions splendid 
as the sun— 
Meant for the lordliest purpose. 
A part 
Of nature's full 
mother heart 
From which new systems and 
new worlds are spun. 
And now, behold what he hath 
done, 
In folly’s court and carnal 
pleasure’s mart: 
He flung the wealth God gave 
him at the start, 
This of all mortal sins the 
deadliest one.

“After- what is the king come 
out?” After a flea, King Saul. 
After what have you come out, 
young woman, lovely young 
woman? After what dost thou 
pursue, young man? After what 
dost thou pursue, you older peo- 
ple whose ears may hear my voice, 
who are down, far down the sun- 
set trail? Is it after a flea? Is 
it still after a dead dog? 


I wonder sometimes if the la 
of worship on the part of millio 
of people in America is not be- 
cause they are on the flea trail 
and the dead dog trail. We hear 
a great deal today about freedom 
of worship and freedom of sneech 
and freedom from waht and free- 
dom from fear and all like that. 
I started to read a book like that 
one day until I stepped in a 
garbage can and a mud hole before 
I got to the front door, and I did 
not have any courage to read it 
because it talked about “the de- 
lightful legend of the Garden of 
Eden” in the very first two para- 
graphs. It would take a lot to 
stomach that, at least, for my 
stomach to stomach it. 


I have a big old boy in the 
Army Air Corps. He is six feet, 
four inches tall, wears thirteen 
and a half shoes, at least he did 
a month ago! Ido not know what 
it is now! He is just nineteen, 
a young giant. The night when 
he went off to the army his little 
mother stood there and looked up 
at him, wondering how the weather 
was, I suppose, way up there! She 
started to crying. He put his big 
hand, almost as big as a ham, 
on her cheek and caressed it and 
said, “Why, Mom, don’t you cry. 
Don’t you cry.” When he stooped 
over and wormed his way into my 
little coupe, as I took him to the 
station, he said, “Pop, what’s it 
all for?” 


I said, “Son, the newspapers tell 
me and the president tells me and 
the leaders of our nation tell me 
there is one thing it’s for and 
that is that we may have freedom 
of worship.” 


And what do I look around and 
find? Yonder boys going down in 
submarines, blood seeping from 
their armpits, while they try to 
remember. the name of their 
sweetheart back home. Yon’ some 
of them fall, living torches from 
the sky, and some of them crawl- 
ing in their own blood in the green 
of New Guinea. 
Yonder they are in Italy, becom- 
ing bullet meat that you and I 
back home might have freedom 
of worship. You will not be sur- 
prised when I say to you it is 
hard for me to respect any man 
no matter who he is, or any 


woman no matter who she is, who - 


will let your boy and my boy 
die, and my son-in-law die yonder 
in the Marshall Islands in our 
navy that we might have free- 


indecent and so sinful and 
pleasure-bent and so ungratef 
to translate it to mean freedom 
from worship. Yet I cannot help 
but believe when I see how many 
talk about freedom of worship and 
never worship, that they are on 
the trail that leads to the stinking 
dead dog or to the worthless little 
old flea, 
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_ to say, people who take the easy

road in life thinking they are go- 


ing to achieve, people who want: 


a soft pallet on which to sleep 
and velvet slippers in which to 
walk; people.-who want semebody 
to throw all the thorns and stones 
out of their roadways so they can 
die of spiritual diabetes (too much 
sugar), are on the trail of the 
dead dog, on the trail of chasing 
the flea. What do we want with 
an easy time? Why should any- 
body want so much comfort? I 


say to you, more things are left 
undone for Christ in this world 
through a love of comfort. on the 
part of God’s people than through 
tendency to meanness. 

People just love comfort. They 
e around some Sunday morning 
and take an extra snooze when 
they ought to be down at the 
church somewhere and ought to 
be out working somewhere for the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We live in a 
strange world today. We live in 
a world now where spiritual mer- 
cury falls low, where faith’s wings 
are being clipped by reason’s scis- 
sors, where the Bible is summoned 
to appear at the bar of human 
reason, where old Tom Payne 
could occupy some _  professedly 
Christian pulpits and be called 
“Reverend Tom Payne, D.D.” We 
live in a world where the warm 
wonder of Christianity is submit- 
ted to the cold and merciless 
analysis of Philistine cleverness, 
who would, if they could, force 
us to substitute for Christianity’s 
vital bread a chunk of cloud banks 
buttered with the night. wind. 
How can anybody say, “T’ll be a 
soldier of the cross” and stop for 
rain or stop for mud? ‘TI will 
seek the easy way, I will take the 
way of comfort. I will not endure 
hardness as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ.” I do not know 
whether there is much laughter in 
Heaven or not, I do not know 
whether there is any in Hell or 
not, but I do know this, if there 
is any laughter in Hell, it must be 
directed toward the people who 
stand up and Sing, 


“Onward, Christian soldiers, 

Marching as to war, 
With the cross of Jesus 

Going. on before,” 
and then let a little shower keep 
them away from God’s house or 
prevent them from some of the 
duties they ought to perform for 
Christ. 

The telephone rings. The 
woman picks up the receiver— 

“Oh, is that you, Nellie? I’m 
so glad to hear you. Missionary 
Circle? Missionary Society? I’m 
so sorry. I have a headache. I 
awoke with a headache this morn- 
ing.” Plunk. 

The telephone rings again— 

“Oh, is that you, Mary? Oh, 
I'm so glad to hear you. Bridge 
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The life of ease. I heard a rich 
man, a man who had a rich father, 
say, “The best thing my father 
could have done for me when I 
was sixteen years of age was to 
have kicked me out into the street 
and given me fifty cents and said, 
‘Make your own way.’” He was 
talking about this life. I am try- 
ing to say to you that we need 
to know how to endure some hard- 
ness as good soldiers of Jesus 
Christ, to deny ourselves. We 
think sometimes that denying our- 
selves is just to give up an extra 
cup of coffee or something like 
that or making ration points go 
just a little bit farther. Listen, 
if we are going to endure hardness 
as good soldiers of Jesus Christ, 
then. we must remember that all 
the things Christ would have us 
to do are not easy. 


It was not easy for Abraham 
to tell Sarah goodbye and say, 
“Come on, Isaac, we are going on 
a little trip of three days,” know- 
ing in his heart that at the end 
of the three days’ journey he was 
to stick a knife in Isaac’s naked 
body yonder on the altar. 


It was not easy for Moses when 
he came of age to refuse to be 
called the son of Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter and choose, deliberately choose, 
to suffer affliction with a despised 
people, esteeming the reproaches 
of Christ greater treasure than all 
the riches of Egypt. 


It was not any easy thing for 
old Samuel when he was criticized 
by the people and his works 
despised by the people to stand 
out at Gilgal and challenge them 
to find where he had oppressed 
or defrauded any of them. 


It was not any easy thing for 
Elijah, God’s whirlwind, hid by the 
desert, to call an apostate nation 
back to the office they had for- 
saken and to a God that they 
ought to worship. 


It was not any easy thing for 
Noah to preach on one text for 
one hundred and twenty years and 
get no converts except in his own 
family circle. He might have had 
some if he had had a Junior de- 
partment in his Sunday School! 


It was not any easy thing for 
| Job, asking God questions through 
lips infested with disease, sitting 
down in a pile of ashes while his 
wife said to him one day, “Curse 
God and commit suicide; give God 
a piece of your mind and get out 
of this thing,” to keep on saying, 
“Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust in him.” 

It was not any easy thing for 
old Jeremiah to go to the dungeon 
for. Gog. =" 


It was not any easy thing for 
Daniel to say, “I'll go to the lion’s 
den before I will close my windows 
against Jerusalem and my prayer 
life.” 

It was, not any easy thing for 
the Hebrew children to refuse to 
bow down to that old golden image 
of Nebuchadnezzar on the plain 
of Dura and know that they would 
have to go to the fiery furnace 
for it. 

It was not any easy thing for 
John the Baptist to descend upon 
the iniquities of his day with a 
torch in one hand and a sword 
in the other, when no doubt he 
preferred to talk about the beau- 
ties and the glories of Heaven. 
But, oh, it was the best thing! 
Old John the Baptist could not 
get a call to any church in this 
|} country today because of the way 
he dressed. A lot of fastidious 
ladies would not want to see him 
walk 6ut in the pulpit the way he 


Jews locked up their stores and 


Him a blasphemer and a liar and 
a deceiver and a would-be suicider 
and a devil and a fanatic; but He 
went on with His face toward the 
cross, down that road _ blocked 


yonder by a bloody cross. I tell 
you He did not walk any velvet 
road. 


It was not any easy thing for 
old John Bunyan to stay in jail 
for twelve years. But God blessed 
him in that jail and he wrote a 
book that crawled out from that 
jail, walked up and down more 
by-paths and traveled more high- 
ways and knocked at more doors 
and spoke to more people in their 
mother tongue than any book in 
the world save this blessed Book 
which liveth and abideth forever. 


It was not any easy thing for 
Livingston to have, all those 
twenty-seven attacks of African 
fever and attacks of dysentery 
down yonder in Africa where he 
opened that highway, that high- 
way marked by the tombstones of 
martyred missionaries, over which 
Ethiopia stumbles today toward 
God. 


John and Mary Gaston were 
missionaries to China. They left 
their lovely little home in this 
country and went to China. Over 
in China they had converts, and 
some of the villages were trans- 
formed. Then one day Mary said, 
“John, I am sick. I never felt 
like this before.” John said, 
“Mary, I must take you to the 
doctor.” But the doctor was six 
hundred miles away, and it was 
days and days of canoe traveling 
down the river to the doctor. But 
they started out. John tried to 
Shelter her under the hot July 
sun. One day they pulled up close 
to a tree after they had been talk- 
ing about how glad they were they 
came to China.

He took some 
branches of the tree and spread 
them inside the grave. Then he 
took her white skirt and spread 
it over her to make it look like a 
shroud, Then he put the little 
body, which could not stand the 
strenuous pace of life, down into 
the grave. Each time’ he raked 
an oarful of dirt upon her body 
he was heartbroken, and he left 
her face until the last to cover it 
up. There were not any flags at 
half-mast. There were no neigh- 
bors to come in and say, “I’m 
sorry. What can I do for you?” 
There were no wreaths of flowers 
sent. He himself was there alone 
with the little comrade of his 
bosom. They had taken the rough 
road for Christ. He: left her 
there, and went back down and 
got in the boat, and the Chinese 
oarsmen came and started down 
the river. He said, “No, No. Not 
down the river, but up the river!” 
because the last words that little 
woman had said were, “John, go 
back, go back to the people until 
the end.” |

Dog, A Flea 


Something else I want to say; no- 
body who travels the path of mere 
reason instead of the path of faith 
can claim to be in the road that 
leads to a throne and a crown, 
but only the road that leads to 
the dead dog, only the road that’ 
brings you at last to a flea which 
is not worth having. 


I deal quite a bit with college 
students. I spent a whole week 
at one time, from eight in the 
morning until five in the after- 
noon, with college students. They 
gave me a room in the dormitory. 
Those students came. They told 
me some of the hellish things some 
of their professors had told them 
about Saul of Tarsus having epi- 
leptic fits on the road to Damascus 
and being so stunned it took him 
several years to decide whether 
he wanted to preach or not! God 
have mercy! I want to say to 
you, and I will say it until I am 
dead, I have more respect for the 
burglar that will put his jimmy 
under my window and steal my 
wife’s wedding ring than I have 
for the college professor who will 
tell a boy that! They asked me 
all sorts of questions, and I found 
out they were trying to reason 
some things out. One day I gath- 
ered about a hundred of them to- 
gether, and I said, “Young men, 
young women, I have just about 
ten minutes as my parting mes- 
sage to you.” I said, “I have 
found out from your questions and 
from your puzzlements that your 
fingers are slipping loose from 
things you were once anchored 
to, that you are trying to reason 
things out.” I said, “You can’t 
take the path of infidelity and 
scepticism that exalts reason 
above faith without coming to 
tragedy and to things that are 
worthless.” | 

Oh, how many things in this 
world you will never reason out. 
I said to them, “By faith we un- 
derstand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God.” Rea- 
son never would have let Abraham 
take his boy and be willing to kill 
him out on Mount Moriah. But 
faith did. 


Reason never would have let 
Noah build an ark while the 
weather was dry and let him say, 
“There’s a flood coming folks.” 
But faith did. 


Reason never would have let 
Joshua march around Jericho once 
every day for six days and then 
on the seventh day, seven times 
saying, “These walls are going to 
fall.” But faith did. 

Reason never would have let 
Matthew leave his fat government 
position to follow a man whose 
only pocketbook was the mouth of 
a fish. But faith did. 


Reason never would have let the 
woman who spent all the money 
she had on physicians over a 
period of twelve years, say, “If I 
could but touch the hem of His 
garment, I would be made well.” | 
Reason would not let her do that. 
But faith did. 

Reason would not have let my 
wife marry me. And when I look 
at some of you fellows, God knows, 
I know reason would not have let 
your wife marry you! But faith 
did. 

Reason would not let a young 
man down in New Orleans say, 
“I’m going over to Algiers, and 
I am going to start a church for 
Christ.” And he put two chairs 
out in front of him and he and 
his wife knelt down in front of 
those chairs and said, “Lord, we 
are the church of God of Algiers.” 
And then he would go out into 
the butcher markets, and into the 
meat markets, and he would notice 
people when they bought meat and 
the days on which they bought 
meat. He got a man one day 
to say he would come and hear 
him preach. I do not know what / 
his text was; he could have ap- 
propriately preached on “Thou art 


across the river from old New 
Orleans today there is a church 
which could never have been on 
the basis of reason, but on the 
basis of faith—it is! The’ birth 
cry of new-born souls is heard be- 
cause a young man and his wife 


had faith to believe God wanted 
to plant something there. 


I turn to the realm of science 
and chemistry. You cannot rea-- 
son out some things in chemistry. 
You cannot reason out why it is 
I can go into a foundry and take 
seven-tenths of one per cent chro- 
mium and put it in a little carbon 
steel and increase the _ tensile 
strength of it from 55,000 pounds 
to the square inch to 100,000 
pounds to the square inch. Rea- 
son that dut, you. 


You cannot tell me why it is 
you can drop mercury into Nap- 
thalene and it is changed into 
phthalic acid. You know it is so. 
Every chemist believes it. 


You cannot reason out why it 
is that a chemist took an old out- 
cast which the chemical world 
used to call coke and got a sub- 
stance out of it five hundred times 
sweeter than honey. Reason that 
out, you. But you know it is so. 
And if you want to call your wife 
or sweetheart something sweet, do 
not.call her honey, call her coke, 
and you are really going some- 
where! 


You cannot reason out why it 
is that nux vomica will kill any- 
thing born with its eyes shut and 
will not hurt anything born with 
its eyes open. Reason that out, 
will -you? Nobody can reason 
that out. But you know it is so. 
A pig will get fat on nux vomica 
if you put it in his slop because 
he is born with his eyes open. A 
kitten will die if you put nux vom- 
ica in its milk because it was-born 
with its eyes shut. My mother 
used to kill hawks, the hawks 
which caught her chickens, by 
feeding the chickens nux vomica 
in meal batter. The old hawk 
would come down and get one of 
those minister’s refugees and fly 
away with it and eat the chicken 
and die because the -hawk is 
hatched with its eyes shut. But 
nux vomica will not hurt the 
chicken because the chicken is 
hatched with its eyes open. Rea- 
son that out. You can’t reason 
it out. 


By faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the 
word of God. And this earth did 
not come by the sun getting in a 
little bit of wild gyration of heat, 
and “burdened with excessive em- 
bers,”. one phosphorous splinter 
flew off from it and it cooled off 
while it whirled, and here we are! 
Some people teach that and call 
it scholarship. If that is scholar- 
ship, I want to be sawdust! : 
“By faith, O Maker of the mighty

tiful well of water. Expecting that 
she and her son would die of 
thirst, Hagar had not seen the 
well which God had provided. 

So it is with all of us day by 
day. God’s loving kindness and 
provident care is all about us un- 
seen, unrecognized, unappreciated 
and often unclaimed. A child of 
God has unseen provision for all 
his needs. He only lacks having 
his eyes opened that he may see. 

Do you suppose that God had 
instructed Abraham to hearken to 
Sarah and send the slave-girl-wife 
with her baby and his away into 


the wilderness to die? (Gen. 21: 
12) Would God now leave them 
to suffer with no thought and no 
care for their needs? Does God 
not care about a mother’s anguish 
or a baby’s cry? Many of us act 
as if He does not, but oh! my 
dear reader, God does care and 
God does provide! 


In verse 17 the Scripture says: 


“And God heard the voice of the 
lad; and the angel of God called 
to Hagar out of heaven, and said 
unto her, ‘What aileth thee, 
Hagar? fear not; for God hath 
heard the voice of the lad where 
he is.” 


“And God heard the voice of the 
lad.”” The dear Lord has a tender 
heart and He cared more for the 
thirsty boy than his mother did. 
God heard! 


It is a shameful and wicked 
trait of human beings,» even of 
Christians, that they do not con- 
stanly recognize. and praise the 
boundless mercies of God. He 
causes it to rain upon the just 
and the unjust. He pours out 
upon us, from His horn of plenty, 
a thousand mercies every day. The 
Psalmist reminds us to praise Him 
“who daily loadeth us with bene- 
fits” (Psa. 68:19). Man feels so 
independent that he thinks he 
does’ not need God. Then in his 
failure and want, man naturally 


‘féels that there is no help. 


God heard the voice of little 
Ishmael, and why should He not 
hear ours? Do you fear that there 
will not be bread for tomorrow? 
Do you fear your little ones will 
not have cover from winter’s cold 
or garments for their nakedness? 
Then you need your eyes opened 
so that you may see the unseen 
well, the unseen- provision of a 
loving God for His people. 

Jesus taught us to learn a les- 
son: from the sparrow. Not even 
one of these tiny birds falls to 
the ground without the Father 
(Mait. 10:29). He taught us a les- 
‘son from the flowers. “Consider 
the lilies of the field, how they 
grow,” He said, “They toil not, 
neither do they spin: And yet I 
say unto you, That even Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these.” Then half in 
loving promise and half in indig- 
nant rebuke, Jesus said, ‘“Where- 
fore, if God so clothe the grass of 
the field, which today is, and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
He not much more clothe you, O 
ye of little faith?” (Matt. 6:28-30). 


One of the shocking sins of. 


Christians is that they do not be- 
lieve that God will care for them. 
They do not see tomorrow’s bread, 
nor even the help that they need 
today, and so they doubt and 
shame God and disgrace their pro- 
fession as. His children. But God 
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always has a well when it is need- 
ed whether we see it or not; and 
God will never be too late. God 
will reveal His plan just in time. 
As He opened the eyes of Hagar 
and provided the water in the 


wilderness, so in a world where 


we are sojourning strangers, God 
has wells on every side and will 
show them to our blinded eyes 
when the time comes, if we. let 
Him 


, 


‘The. Unseen Sacrifice 


When Abraham was called to 
offer his son Isaac as a burnt sac- 
rifice on Mount Moriah, he faith- 
fully intended to carry out the 
command of God. When the wood 
was laid on the altar, Isaac was 
bound and Abraham raised the 
knife to slay his son. With a 
broken heart, yet he would obey 
God, believing that God would 
raise his son from the dead (Gen. 
22:5-12; Heb. 11:17-19). 


When the angel told Abraham 
to stay his hand, he looked about 
and there behind him was a ram 
caught in a thicket by his horns, 


Abraham was willing to offer 
his son, and all of us should -be 
willing to give the dearest and 
best we have in this world at the 
command of God. God never asks 
t@éo much. His “yoke is easy” and 
His “burden is light” (Matt. 11: 
30). But many’ a time when we 
believe that we face the loss of 
everything life holds dear, God 
has a substitute, unseen, but at 
hand. How many times in my time 
of need I turned about, and lo! 
God had a lamb caught in a 
thicket just to supply my need. It 
was good that Abraham did not 
worry before about the sacrifice. 
Isaac, his son, had asked him on 
the way, “My father ... Behold 
the fire and the wood: but where 
is the lamb for a burnt offering?” 
Abraham wisely replied, ‘““My son, 
God will provide Himself a lamb 
for a burnt offering.” What a 
world of meaning in that reply! 
Abraham was a prophet (Gen. 20: 
7). These words of Abraham were 
a prophecy from God and they 
had a triple meaning, I think. 


First of all, they meant that 
God would some way provide a 
substitute for Isaac. Abraham ex- 
pected to come back down that 
mountain and go the three days’ 
journey home with his dear son by 
his side. Some way, he did not 
know how, he expected God to 
raise him from the dead and pro- 
vide Himself a sacrifice on the 
smoking altar. 


The second and greater mean- 
ing of Abraham was that that ram 
caught in the thicket was a pic- 
ture of .our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Wood stands for evil works, since 


the bad works of Christians are 


likened to “woed, hay and stubble” 
(I Cor. 3:12). The ram caught in 
the thicket is a picture of Christ, 
our substitute, bound for us by 
our sins and laid on the altar in 
our stead. Truly God has provided 
Himself a Lamb for the sacrifice, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, “the Lamb 
of God which taketh away the sin 
of the world!” 

Jesus said, “Your father Abra- 
ham rejoiced to see my day: and 
he saw it, and was glad (John 
8:56). 


But the third meaning must be 


that God ALWAYS provides the’ 


lamb that is needed for the sac- 
rifice. God never sleeps; He never 
forgets; He is never too poor; He 
is is never indifferent. God always, 
ALWAYS provides the things we 
need just in time, won: we trust 
Him. 

My friend, why do you always 
seek to have provision made ahead 
of time? Abraham did not look 
for the ram until it was time, and 
then God provided him. Let us be 
content, every one with such 
things as we have, “and haVing 
food and raiment let us be there- 
with content.” The Saviour has 


told us “Sufficient unto the day is 
the evil thereof’? (Matt. 6:34). He 
taught us to pray, “Give us this 


day our daily bread” or “Give us 
DAY by DAY our daily bread.” 
One day at a time is enough for 
a child of God who has a wise 
heavenly Father who revealed the 
well in the wilderness o Hagar 
and who showed the ram caught 
in the bushes to Abraham. Praise 
His dear name! God provides a 
sacrifice just in time for His chil- 
dren who trust Him. Let us rely 
upon the unseen resources of God. 


The Unseen God 


When Jacob went away from 
home to escape the murderous 
wrath of his brother, Esau, he 
stopped that night at Bethel and 
slept the sleep of a tired boy, with 
his head pillowed upon a stone. 
He had a dream, and behold a lad- 
der ascended to Heaven and angels 
went to Heaven and returned on 
this ladder. God appeared and 
promised to bless him with the 
blessings of Abraham and _ Isaac. 
He awoke deeply moved and said, 
“Surely the Lord is-in this place; 
and I knew it not” (Gen. 28:16). 


There he made his vow to God 
to serve thc true God, and to 
tithe his increase, and committed 
his career into the hands of the 
God of his father Isaac and his 
grandfather Abraham. “Surely 
the Lord is in this place; and I 
knew it not” could be the cry of 
every Christian.

Jesus was there when you 
walked through the vale of pov- 
erty, and when you climbed the 
mountainous trail of hardship, He 
was there, right there by your 
side, only your eyes were holden 
and you did not see Him! How 
different it would be if every day 
we recognized that Christ is here 
with us, beside us; in you and in 
me. God forgive us, our poor blind, 
carnal, worldly-minded eyes do not 
see Jesus, do not recognize Him 
though He walks by our side along 
the way of struggle and through 
the night of sorrow as well as the 
day of hope and joy. The unseen, 
the unrecognized Christ! How we 
need His presence! How we ought 
to stop and be conscious of Him, 
feel for Him, listen for Him. every 
day! 

Jesus gave to His discinies, and 
through them to us, the Great 
Commission and promised, “Lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” Those of us 
who carry out the commission of 
Christ have a right to claim and 
expect this promise. Christ is with 
us! Yes, even if we are unfaithful. 
But if we have been born again, 
the Holy Spirit has come into our 
bodies to dwell, and we have been 


given the Spirit to cry, “Abbi, 
Father.” Every child of God can 
say with Lord Tennyson, “Closer 
is He than breathing and nearer 


than hands and feet.” The Psalm- 
ist well said in Psalms 139:7-12: 


“Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? or whither shall I flee 
from thy presence? If I ascend up 
into heaven, thou art there: if I 
make my bed in hell, behold, thou 
art there. If I take the wings of 
the morning, and dwell in the 
uttermost parts of the sea, Even 
there shall thy hand lead me, and 
thy right hand shall hold me. If I 
say, Surely the darkness shall 
cover me, even the night shall be 
light about me. Yea, the darkness 
hideth not from thee, but the 
night shineth as the day: 
darkness and the light are bo 
alike to thee.” 


It is pitiful but shameful that 
children of God should go through 
this world without feeling His 
presence, without seeing His pro- 
vision, without enjoying His >ro- 
tection, without delighting in Him. 


Unseen. Angels 


When Elisha, the prophet of 
God, was sought by the Syrian 
king who would have killed him, 
the prophet was surrounded in the 
little town of Dothan by the 
Syrian army. It looked like a tight 
place. A whole army was sent to 
destroy one of God’s ministers. It 
is small wonder that the young 
man, Elisha’s™ servant, asked, 
“Alas, my master! how shall we 
do?” XII Kings 6:15-17 tells us: 


“And when the servant of the 
man of God was risen early, and 
gone forth, behold, an host com- 


| passed the city both with horses 


and chariots, And his servant said 
unto him, Alas, my master! how 
shall we do? And he answered, 
Fear not: for they that be with us 


are more than they that be with 


them. And Elisha prayed, and said, 
Lord, I pray thee, open his eyes, 
that he may see. And the Lord 


opened the eyes of the young man; 


Now | 


and he saw: and, behold, the 


/mountain was full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about Eli- 


sha. a: 


If the armies of Satan are 
around about you, then you ought 
to know that above them and alJ 
about are the chariots of fire and 
the angels of God. “They that be 
with us are more than they that 
be with them.” 


What the young man saw that 
day was not a fanty, nor just a 


vision. For the first time in his 


life, he saw things as they really 
were.. 


Today people do not believe in 
the miraculous, and so they, like 
the Sadducees, do not believe in 
angels or spirits. Many preachers 
do not believe that men can be 
demon-possessed, and they do not 
believe that God’s angels guard 
and miraculously protect His chil- 
dren who -trust Him; but their 
trouble is that they have blind 
eyes. They need someone like Eli- 
sha to pray for them that the 
Lord may open their eyes. 

Psalms 34:7 says: 


“The angel of the Lord en- 
campeth round about them that 
fear him, and delivereth them.” 


That shows that not only Elisha, 
but every one who fears the Lord, 
has the protecting care of angels. 
In fact, angels are meant to be 
our servants and ministers. Speak- 
ing of angels, Hebrews 1:14 says: 

“Are they not all ministering 
spirits, sent forth to minister for 


them who shall be heirs of salva- 
tion ?”’ : 


Every wR of salvation, that is, 
every one who has trusted in 
Christ, has around. about ‘him 
guardian angels. |

gious suggestion, only to find them 
deluding mirages that rob them of 
what little hope self and sin and 
Satan may have left them. The 
rise of all sorts of cults, of off- 
brand _ religions, of palm readers, 
of spiritualists, of clairvoyants are 
but some of the signs of this thirst 
which is assailing mankind. No 
one has ever been able to find 
entire satisfaction for that burn- 
ing longing save in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. aot 


May we then analyze this glori- 
ous invitation in this way. First, 
to what are we invited? Second, 
who is invited? Third, why should 
we accept the invitation? 

I. To what are we invited? 


Jesus cries, “If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and drink.” 
This is, of course, figurative, meta- 
phorical. Jesus also speaks of 
Himself as the bread of life, “the 
meat which endureth to everlast- 
ing life.” Our coming to Christ to 
drink, means that we are to re- 
ceive from Him all those spiritual 
blessings, all those eternal mercies 
that He has to bestow upon us. 
But, to be more particular, let us 
consider the benefits -that Christ 
invites us: to come to Him for, 
the benisons of which we may 
freely and abundantly partake at 
this fountain of life. 


First, there is the pardon for 
You will never, 
never have quietness of mind, 
peace of heart, soul-satisfaction 
until you know your sins are for- 
given. The haunting’ remorse, the 
biting gnawings of conscience, the 
driving days, the sleepless nights 
will be your constant heritage 
until you come under the blood. 
You may lose yourself for a while 
in the whirl of some pleasures, in 
the stupefaction of some sins; but 
you will only come to yourself 
again to find that you have been 
grasping the wind, with the taste 
of gall and bitter wormwood on 
your tongue. -The forgiveness of 
sins is your very primal need. It 


is only through Christ that you 
Can obtain that blessing. He pur- 
chased it for you by His death. 
It is only the water and the blood 
which flowed from Immanuel’s 


riven side that can cleanse you 
frum all sin. 


Second, there is the knowledge 
of the truth. Without Christ, you 
wander in doubts and uncertain- 
ties, subject to innumerable mis- 
takes. If you would walk surely, 
you must follow Jesus. He Him- 
self said: “I am the light of the 
world; he that followeth Me shall 
not walk in darkness, but shall 
have the light of life.’ He says 
again: “When He, the Spirit of 
truth is come, He will guide you 
into all truth.” # 


Third, there is spiritual consola- 
tion. In Him you have the grace, 
the power for complete sanctifica- 
tion, to walk unspotted in the 
midst of this crooked and perverse 
generation. He gives rest to the 
weary soul bowed down by the 
vicissitudes of life. One of His 
very mightiest invitations is 
couched in the familiar words, 
“Come unto Me all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” He keeps con- 
Stantly before your minds the 
promises of His Holy Word, the 
presence of His blessed Spirit, the 
certain prospects of future glory. 


Last of all, you are invited to 
eternal happiness. Nowhere on 
earth can you find this save in 
the Lord. No one in all creation 
can bestow it upon you save the 
Christ of God. He has it in His 
power and at His command. It is 
all the fruit of His sufferings and 
death. He and He alone can give 
you the sight, the enjoyment of 
God.- He and He alone can lead 
you to living fountains. Of what 
use is all the world besides if you 
miss eternal bliss? Of what bene- 
fit are the positions, the posses- 
sions, the plaudits of a world, if 
the price of them is that you 
finally miss Heaven and descend 
into Hell? 


II. Secondly, let us consider to 
whom this urgent invitation is 
presented. 


The text specifically tells us 
that it is given to every man who 
thirsts. This invitation is not lim- 
ited. Formerly the Jews claimed 
the exclusive privilege of being 
God’s people; but now both Jews 
}and Gentiles are invited to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


This invitation is given to all 
nations, to every kind of sinner, 
however great, numerous, or long 
standing your sins may be. While 
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Jesus was here upon the earth, | 


He healed bodily diseases that had 
continued many -years. The same 
Physician can cure spiritual dis- 
eases of the longest standing. His 
blood cleanses from all sin. He 
came to save the chief of sinners. 


He saved a persecuting Saul. He 
saved the thief on the cross. He 
prayed for His murderers and God 
forgave three thousand of them 
on the day of Pentecost, perhaps 
many others later. He made the 
first offers of mercy to,those who 
despised and crucified Him. He 
will cast none out. “All that the 
Father giveth me shall come to 
me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out” (John 
6:37). 


But what is this thirsting after 
Christ? Surely it means the thirst 
of the soul. There must be a sense 
of the want of Christ. Oh, brother, 
oh, sister, you want Him for justi- 
fication. You want Him for com- 
fort. You want Him for peace. 
You want Him for power. You 
want Him in sorrow. You want 
Him in the hour of death. You 
want Him to represent you at the 
judgment. You want Him to keep 
you out of Hell. You want Him to 
take you into Heaven. You want 
Him. You need Him. You will 
perish without Him. | 


Then there must be a sense of 
the worth of Christ. He is most 
excellent in every one of His 
mighty attributes. He is our only 
Saviour. He is our sole Physician. 
He is able to save to the utter- 
most depths of depravity, to the 
uttermost degree of temptation, to 
the uttermost duration of time. 
There is no life too steeped in 
iniquity for His mighty power to 
release. There is no sin too deeply 
ingrained for His matchless merits 
to remit. There is no sinner too 
far out in the wilderness of trans- 
gression for Him to search out 
and to bring back, safe cradled on 
His bosom. 


Finally there must be an- ardent, 


must long, and tell me, do you 
not, to taste the sweetness of His 
pardon, the warmth of His grace, 
the depths of His love, the breadth 
of His comfort, the length of His 
eternal salvation. Tell me, what 
have you without Jesus, if you 
think I am too vehement, too in- 
sistent? Tell me what will you 
take in exchange for your soul’s 
salvation and _ satisfaction’ in 
Christ? Tell me what is the Devil 
giving you that wii: pay you for 
your unhappiness here and torture 
hereafter ? 


Ill. Why should we accept this 
invitation ? 


There are numberless reasons 
why we should. I do not have time 
but for a very few of them, a 
limited few. 


First, there is the consideration 
of the Person who invites us. It 
is not some prophet, some preach- 
er, some priest, not even some 
church, or churches. It is Jesus 
the beloved Son of God, the King 
of kings, the Lord of lords. How 
would you treat an_ invitation 
from the President of the United 
States? How would you treat an 
invitation from the King of Eng- 
land? How would you treat an 
invitation from the Governor of 
this state? How would you treat 
an invitation from one whom you 
held in high esteem? How will 
you treat this invitation from the 
Sovereign of the Universe? 


Second, there. is the considera- 


bad is our state out of Christ. We 
are in bondage toy sin. We are 
liable to all sorts of afflictions, to 
pain, to death. There aré the un- 
easiness and horror of the soul in 
view of the inevitable wrath. of 
God that is sure to be visited upon 
our transgressions. We _ cannot 


often enough. We are without 
strength, without hope, without 
God. But, let us come to Christ, 
and all will be well here and here- 
after. 


Third, there is the welcome that 
others have found in the Lord

tion of our wants. How desperately | 


help ourselves. I cannot say that) 


Jesus Christ. He has made them 
the Sons of God. He has showered 
them with the abundance, aye the 
superabundance, of His mercies. 
I have met too many people, both 
young and old, men and women, 
in the upper classes and “in the 
lower dregs of society, who were 
deadly, desperately sorry for every 
minute that they spent in the 
service of Satan. I have yet to 


meet a single Christian, and I 
have met great numbers of them 
under all sorts of circumstances 
and conditions, who was sorry for 
having accepted Jesus Christ as 
his or her personal Saviour. The 
unanimous testimony of the satis- 
fied generations of Christians is 
another unanswerable argument 
why your own life would he best 
in the hands of the Redeemer. 


Fourth, there is the mighty 
plea that these benefits to which 
we are invited, these benefits 
that I have tried to delineate be- 
fore you, can be obtained nowhere 
else in all this vast, wide world. 
Christ is the only fountain that 
send: forth these streams of sal- 
vation to lost mankind. There is 
no other mediator between God 
and man but Christ. There is no 
other sacrifice for sin. There is 


no other High Priest to intercede 
for us. Life, light, love, the peace 
of God that passeth all under- 
standing are to be found only in 
Him. 

Oh, may the Holy Spirit of God 
press these wondrous truths upon 
your thirsty souls. Let us together 
admire, thank God for, rejoice in 
the matchless kindness, the munif- 
icent condescension of the Re- 


deemer in surrounding us with the 
tokens of His favors and goodness, 
in ever inviting us to this provided 
fountain of life and bliss, in seek- 
ing us instead of waiting until we 
sought Him. 

Oh, my friends, if you thirst, if 
these words have stirred up that 
dormant longing, that yearning of 
soul that you have striven to cover 
over by indifference, or even by 
sinful pursuits, come to Christ and 
drink. Drink your fill. Keep on 
drinking. Oh, I beseech you, do 
not stay away and perish in the 
desert of your. transgressions. 
Obey the call! Heed the invita- 
tion! Go to Christ. Apply to Him 
by faith. Cast yourselves upon His 
great mercies) Know that He 
would never invite you if He were 
unwilling to receive you. Go now!

The Revival That Ended In The

Each | 
person was dealt with by a spe- 
cially trained personal worker 
with an open Bible and each one 
who accepted Christ stood and 
made public confession of his faith

Before the campai@ 
was over it was necessary to mov 

the meetings to Woodruf Hall, a 
large basketball court on the cam- 
pus of the University of Georgia.
